WASHINGTON,Dec.10 —[Special. J—Comp­ 
troller Eckels of tho treasury department 
has sent his resignation to the president, 
and will retire in a few days to take the 
presidency of a bank in Chicago. 
Mr. 
Eckels is the last of the important officials 
of the Cleveland administration to get out 
of the government under the present Re­ 
publican regime. 
He retires voluntarily, 
his term not ex piring till nex t March. 
It 
is not generally known that the term of 
office of a comptroller of the currency la 
live years, and the incumbent is not re­ 
movable by the president ex cept for rea­ 
sons given in writing, which must be sub­ 
mitted to the senate. 
Congress wisely 
provided that this most important office 
should bo at least this far removed from 
political 
action. 
President 
McKinley 
would have been glad to have Mr. Eckels 
remain till nex t March, and might even 
have gone so far as to have reappointed 
him, but Mr. Eckels wished to go into pri­ 
vate business. He gi\ e.s up a salary of about 
$5,i)i)d a year as an officer of the govern­ 
ment to take a salary of $2()J)0() a year as 
the president of a bank. 
J Sckel*’ Successo r, 
Mr. Eckels’ successor is Charles Gates 
Dawes of Illinois, also a young man. 
He 
is almost as youthful looking as t he retir­ 
ing comptroller, who was spotted as a boy 
when lie first came to Washington.

It is iiu> duty of the comptroller i 
to seo that they are in accordance with 
law, and t hat t here is authority for their 
payment. 
W hile it i.* an important office, 
now and then being called upon to make 
decisions which mean a good deal to the 
government and to individuals, it does not 
compare with the eoinptroilership of the 
currency. 
Tho incumbent of this office 
has under his direct charge tin; great na­ 
tional banking system of the country, with 
its almost infinitely important relations 
to tho prosperity of the people. 
When by a slip of the pen Mr. Cleve­ 
land nominated Mr. Eckels for the latter 
oliieo when he had intended to name him 
for the former, he decided, in Mr. Cleve­ 
land's characteristic fashion, to let it stand. 
Eckels was then a young lawyer of La 
ealle, Tils. 
Ho and his partner had helped 
William C. Whitney swing the Illinois 
delegation in line for Cleveland at the Chi­ 
cago convention of 1H92. 
lie was a pretty 
good lawyer, and might have made a good 
law officer of the treasury department, but 
he knew nothing about finance. So, when 
the president decided to let him stay in 
tho office in which a mistake had put him, 
the young man was put on his mettle.

Ills success there show* what a young 
American ol brains and determinat ion can 
do. 
He studied finance from morning till 
night. 
He familiarized himself with the 
financial and banking systems of this and 
other countries.

The result was that when the panic 
came on and banks began to fail and trou­ 
bles to accumulate the young comptroller 
knew his business. 
He handled it, too, 
with celerity and confidence. 
He won the 
confidence and admiration of the financial 
ami business world. He handled a greater 
nun.her of bank failures, with larger lia­ 
bilities and assets, than any former comp 
troller had ever done and larger than any 
similar government official had ever done 
in tho history of the world 
The responsi 
bilitv was great, but ho met it admirably, 
and it is now' a common saying among 
men of both parties that Mr, Eckels has 
made the best comptroller the government 
ever had 
The popularity of the boy comptroller 
may l>e judgiM by the fact that he h;v* had 
a greater number of invitations to speak 
at dinners and conventions throughout the 
country than any other official of the gov­ 
ernment. 
He has, too. boon more often

Da ily Mercury 
sa ys: 
“ Judge Belcher of the Sa n Fra ncisco 
superior court gives a s his opinion tha t 
women would ma ke a s good jurors a s 
men, ex cept possibly in oa ses a rousing 
their sex sympa thy, a nd even in tha t 
connection he is not sure tha t they 
would not do better tha n the a vera ge 
jury of men. The history of tria l courts, 
he a sserts, shows tha t men jurors a re 
prone to render verdicts in a ccorda nce 
with their sympa thies. In a certa in cla ss 
of ca ses, in which women a re the de­ 
fenda nts, it is a lmost impossible to con­ 
vict, however conclusive he tho evi- 
denee of their guilt. ” 
The judge sa ys: 
“ In crimina l ca ses you ca n sca rcely 
get a jury ma de up of men to convict a 
woma n unless the woma n ha ppens to 
be a notorious, ha bitua l crimina l. This 
I regret to sa y, ha s been my ex perience 
a nd the ex perience of ma ny other tria l 
judges. Here especia lly the va lue of wo 
men jurors would be demonstra ted 
They would not, I a m sa tisfied, be so 
swa yed by sentiment a s to render a ver- 
diet contra ry to tin» testimony. 
I most 
certa inly fa vor pla cing women on juries 
on equa l terms with ma le jurors a nd 
sha ll a lwa ys give effect to my opinion 
by voting for woma n suffra ge.” 
The women 
jurors of Ida ho ha ve 
ma de a good beginning. 
They ha ve 
demonstra ted tha t 
they 
know wha t 
“ substa ntia l 
justice” is. — Woma n’s 
Journa l.

The a rtificia l feeding 
of infa nts is a study in itself of no 
sma ll proportion, a nd ma rked a dva nce­ 
ment ha s been ma de. 
While the moth­ 
er's milk is the most a ccepta ble diet for 
the infa nt, there a re ma ny mothers who 
ca nnot nurse their offspring. 
To such 
we ca n now give a most fa vora ble prog­ 
nosis a s to the outcome of a rtificia l 
feeding, thus doing a wa y la rgely with 
the unspea ka ble wet nurse. 
The child 
ha s tho right to dema nd the mother’s 
milk, a nd when this ca nnot be furnish­ 
ed him it must be onr object to give him 
a s a ccura te a substitute a s possible. 
The a na lysis of 
the m ilk of ma ny 
thousa nds of mothers of hea lthy infa nts 
lia s esta blished a sta nda rd. 
We know 
wha t the constituents of a n a vera ge 
milk should be. We a lso know the con­ 
stituents of cow’s milk. 
Mother’s m ilk 
a nd cow ’s m ilk differ in importa nt de­ 
ta ils, hut cow ’s milk, w ith the a ddition 
of wa ter, crea m a nd m ilk suga r, ca n be 
ma de to conform very closely to tha t of 
the mother; hence the term “ modified 
milk. ” 
We thus ha ve a working pla n. 
The cow ’s milk, the crea m, m ilk suga r 
a nd wa ter ca nnot be mix ed in tho sa me 
proportion for a ll, but must bo va ried 
to suit the individua l peculia rities of 
the pa tient in question.—Cha rles G il­ 
more Keeley, M. D., in New York Inde­ 
pendent.

o rder. Washingto n was the purchasei 
o f pew No . o , fo r € 36 10s. 
The o ld reco rds sho w so me curio us 
entries: Two po unds ten shillings was 
co llected o f Bryan Fairfax in 1770 fo r 
“ k illing deer o ur 
o f 
seaso n,” 
and 
Tho mas Lewis was fined 5 shillings fo r 
“ hunting o n the Sabbath. ” The mo ney 
thus co llected went fo r the suppo rt o f 
the po o r, the laine and the blind, and 
buried the dead. 
The o ld reco rds sho w 
that seats were assigned acco rding to 
rank o r fo r special reaso ns. One Susan 
nab Edwards o fficiated as sexto n, to the 
entire satisfactio n o f the co ngregatio n 
The o ld edifice had neither chimney no r 
fireplace until 18 12, fo o t sto ves furnish 
ing the o nly warmth 
The mo st co n­ 
spicuo us families in the early histo ry o f 
Virginia 
were wo rshipers at Christ 
nhureh—the Adamses, Herberts, (Jus 
tises, 
Black burns, 
Carlyles, 
Muirs, 
Bro ad waters, 
Alexanders 
and o thers 
equally pro m inent 
General Ro bert E. Lee attended Sun­ 
day scho o l and was baptized and co n­ 
firmed in this church, and a tablet to 
his m em ory ado rns the eastern wall. 
During the o ccupancy o f Alexandria 
by the Federal tro o ps tho recto r and 
many o f the parish fled within tho < ’o n* 
federate lines. The church was held by 
tho military autho rities. A large mo und 
m the churchyard mark s the resting 
place o f 8 4 Co nfederate so ldiers who 
died in Federal ho spituls in Alexandria

A telegraph jo ur­ 
nal no w adds to the number by the re­ 
cital o f an incident co nnected w ith tho 
first cable alo ng the co ast fro m Pek ing 
to Shanghai 
Bo o n after tho cable was 
laid a lo ttery draw ing came o ff in Pe­ 
k ing, in which many o f the residents o f 
Shanghai held tick ets. One o f the gam­ 
blers so far o vercame his distrust o f the 
cable as to have the winning numbers 
sent him, and he bo ught tho tick ets 
hearing them fro m his mo re sk eptical 
to wnsmen, realizing a small fo rtune o n 
the transactio n 
No t lo ng after there 
was a scanty cro p o f rice in the upper 
pro vinces, and a Shanghai merchant 
telegraphed to Pek ing instructio ns to 
buy heavily 
The ultim ate result was 
that ho so ld o ut at an immense pro fit 
and retired o n an independency. By de­ 
grees it began to dawn o n the Chinese 
that it was just as well no t to tear do wn 
telegraph wires, as the telegraph was a 
lairly go o d thing to have aro und. 


A P e c u l i a r O ptic a l I llu s io n. 
A co rrespo ndent o f a pho to graphic 
jo urnal, in speak ing o f tho special in­ 
terest that attaches to the Ro entgen
